Ottawa, Ont.The Dominion gov- 
ernment will pay 50 cents per ton of 
the freight rates on all Saskatchewan 


during the next year, according to 
an brder-in-council made public by 
Hon. Charles Stewart, Minister of In- 
terior. .Another order-in-council 
provided the payment by the govern- 
ment of one-eighth of a cent per ton 
on all shipments into Manitoba of 
coal mined in Alberta or in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass district of British 
Columbia. 

The special rates are put into ef- 
fect from June 1, 1930, to May 31, 
1981. They are to apply to all coal 
used for industrial purposes, but 
not when the coal is for use on rail- 
way locomotives or for domestic fuel. 

The order-in-council respecting Al- 
berta and British Columbia coal su- 
persedes another order-in-council 
passed a week ago which provided 
assistance of one-fifth of a cent per 
ton per mile for coal from the 
Crow’s Nest Pass area and the bi- 
tuminous areas of Alberta. The new 
order extends the favored area to the 
whole provinge of Alberta and the 
rate is altered to one-eighth of a 
cent. 

Officials of the Dominion Fuel 
Board explained that the 50 cents 
per ton to be paid by the government 
is expected to remove the advantage 
enjoyed by United States mines over 
those in Saskatchewan in the way of 
freight rates.

service, says an-article in Answers. 

The patrol boat collects informa- 
tion regarding the position of ice 
from observing ships throughout the 
ice area. This information, plus that 
obtained' by the patrol boat itself, is 
broadcast to all ships. 

From the information available, 
the probable drift of ice can be cal- 
cnlated, danger areas are ascertained, 
and warnings are sent out. 

When a ship is passing through the 
ice area it keeps in touch with the 
patrol boat by wireless, reporting its 
position from time to time. This 
means that the patrol knows when 
any ship is getting into dangerous 


waters, and can give the captain di- |" 


rections which will enable him to 
steer clear of trouble. 

Sometimes the men of the Inter-: 
national Ice Patrol have to land on 
the icebergs to make scientific in- 
vestigations. Where possible, too, they 
will destroy a berg by means of shell- 
fire or depth charges. But this isn’t 
always possible—an iceberg isn’t easy 
to finish off. Then, only about a ninth 
of a berg shows above the water, and 
this rather complicates matters.
